The sea experts asked: 
Was one of the ships off course? 
What happened to the radar? 
What happened to the Andrea 
Doria, constructed to prevent

•inking such as occurred? 
On the first question m aritim ers 
pointed out the Stockholm was at 
40 30 degrees N. latitude and 69 50 
degrees W. longitude when 
she 
rammed the Andrea Doria. If the 
ship had been following the track 
agreed upon in 1912 after the sink­ 
ing of the Titanic, the Stockholm 
should have been at least 20 miles 
south of the location.

Family Known Here 
Misses Ship Disaster 


NEW YORK tJt—The saga of a 
thrillingly swift sea rescue is un. 
folding as survivors of the Andrea 
Dona disaster reach home. 
The crippled motor ship Stock­ 
holm. carrying 523 persons from 
the Italian liner, is due today 
The deluxe, 
30,000-ton 
Andrea 
Doria sank 
yesterday 
some 
ll 
hours after a collision 
with the 
12,600-ton Stockholm in heavy fog 
off the Massachusetts coast 
At least seven persons were 
reported 
dead, 
and 
hundreds 
were injured in the nighttime 
collision. But the immense res­ 
cue operation was believed to 
have accounted for every one of 
the 1,709 persons aboard the An­ 
drea IR>ria. 


A desire to get back home have 
saved the lives of a family of four 
well known in Washington C. H. 
Dr. and Mrs. Frederick (T e d ) 
Preston and their two ll-year-old 
twin sons, Fred and Ned, had 
booked passage on the Andrea 
Doria, the Italian luxury liner that 
sank aftir a 
collision with the 
Stockholm, a Swedish liner, in the 
Atlantic near midnight Wednesday, 
but at the last minute, they chang­ 
ed their minds and sailed on the 
lie de France because it w a s 
scheduled to arrive three days ear­ 
lier than the Andrea Doris. 
Mrs. Preston (the former Flor­ 
ence Sparks) called her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Henry Sparks, and 
her sister, Mrs. L. F, Everhart, 
here soon after the Ile de France 


docked Monday to let them know 
she and her family wert home 
from Europe. 
The Preston family had gone to 
( Europe last February- on the An­ 
drea Doria and had planned to re* 
; turn aboard her. 
They received word of the sink­ 
ing of the liner at their home in 
I Granville. 
Dr. Preston, who teaches French 
and Spanish at Denison University 
was on sahatical leave for the 
summer and he and his family 
spent the time in France and Eng­ 
land. 
During the war, Dr. Preston, a 
lieutenant in the Navy then, was on 
a ship that was sunk by an enemy 
torpedo in the Pacific. He made it 
safely to an island and later was 
picked up.

The $225 
in excess of the $30,000 subscrip­ 
tion goal will be returned to the al­ 
most depleted Industrial Fund.

Work will start within the next 
Kl days on a complete inspection 
and reappraisal of all realty prop- 
arty rn Fayette County. 
It is expected to be completed 
within 18 months ready for all new 
values to be placed on the 1958 
tax duplicate in time for the first 
collection of taxes on all valua­ 
tions in the December collection of 
that year. 
County Auditor Harry R. Al­ 
len today signed a contract with 
the Cole-Layer Trumhie Co. of 
Dayton at a price of $42,000 for 
the work. For the first time, the 
entire job is to be done by one 
company. 
The contract with the Cole-Lay- 
•r-Trumble Co., carries this pro­ 
vision relative to the start and com­ 
pletion of the work; 
"The company agrees to co m - 
ff.ence the work of revaluation and 
reappraisal set forth above within 
60 days from the acceptance of this 
contras and to prosecute the same 
without interruption until its com­ 
pletion. 
“ It is agreed that the company 
will complete the program and sub­ 
mit the finished reports to t h e 
Fayette County auditor in time for 
the orderly preparation of the 1958 
tax duplicate.”

DURING THE 60 day period be

THEY STATED that the Dayton 
cm pany, which did the last re­ 
appraisal here in Washington C.

This 
organization has done complete re­ 
appraisal in 65 of Ohio's 88 coun­ 
ties and has a nationwide reputa­ 
tion as experts in this line. 
The reappraisal will be based, 
as required by the Ohio Depart­ 
ment of Taxation, on cost of re- 
production of buildings in the 
yeas 1950, subject to deprecia­ 


tion. The state tax department 
will then tell the county auditor 
what percentage of the true cost 
may be used to apply on all 
properties on the tax duplicate. 
Another new move in this pro­ 
cedure will be the listing and val­ 
uation of all exempted public real­ 
ty p r o p e r t y such as schools, 
churches, public 
buildings 
etc. 
While such property will not be 
taxed, the state wants this list for 
checking purposes. The county aud­ 
itor is to retain a copy.

REAPPRAISAL 
work In 
this county is a year behind sched­ 
ule but this delay was approved by 
the state due to

only five per cent of the Buckeye 
.State's 177.000 farms have sign­ 
ed up for the program aimed at 
putting some land in reserve. 
But there are other reasons: 
J. Thousands of Ohio farmers 
look upon the soil bank as "gov­ 
ernment charity.” They want no 
part of it. 
2. Many others are ineligible be­ 
cause of the nature of their farm ­ 
ing operations. 
Most eligible farm ers 
in Ohio 
already 
had 
their 
crop 
years 
planned and some 
had 
finished 
planting their 1956 crops by the 
time Congress 
adopted 
the soil 
bank program 
and its organiza­ 
tion was completed. 
Today, with the signup dead, 
line only hours away, an esti­ 
mated 9.000 farms have pledg­ 
ed about 100,000 Ohio acres to 
the soil bank. 
That is only about one-half of one 
per 
cent 
of Ohio’s 
productive 
acres. 
Figures on a national basts are 
not much better 
In Washington, 
the Agriculture department repor­ 
ted today that farmers had agreed 
through July 20 to retire enough 
land this year from surplus crops 
to collect $165 million in payments 
under the soil bank The program 
offers a total of $1.2 billion a year. 
Of this amount, $111,275,000 will 
go to corn producers. Wheat grow­ 
ers will 
get 
-31,005,000, 
cotton 
growers $16,899,000, tobacco farm

393 and peanut farm ers $363,623.

Sign Up for 56 Soil Bank

COLUMBUS (ft—Not too little, 
but too late—for this year. 
That, in a nutshell, is the re­ 
action of Ohio farmers to the new 
federal soil bank program.. 
It 
explains, 
partially, 
why 
only five per cent of the Buckeye 
State’s 177,000 farms have sign­ 
ed up for the program aimed at 
putting some land In reserve. 
But there are other reasons: 
1. Thousands of Ohio farmers 
look upon the soil bank as “gov­ 
ernment charity.” They want no 
part of it. 
2. Many others are ineligible be- j 
cause of the nature of their farm-1 
ing operations. 
Most eligible farmers 
in 
Ohio 
already 
had 
their 
crop 
years 
planned and some! 
had 
finished, 
planting their 1956' crops by I he 
time Congress adopted 
the soil 
bank program and its organiza­ 
tion was completed. 
Today, with the signup dead­ 
line only hours away, an. esti­ 
mated 8,606 farms have pledg­ 
ed about 106,000 Ohio acres to 
the soil bank. 
That is only about, one-half of one 
per 
cent 
of Ohio’s 
productive 
acres. 
Figures on a national basis are 
not much better. In Washington, 
the Agriculture department repor­ 
ted today that farmers had agreed 
through July 20 to retire enough 
land this year from surplus crops 
to collect $165 million in payments 
under the soil bank. The program 
offers a total of $1.2 billion a year. 
Of this, amount, $111,275,(MM) will 
go to corn producers. Wheat grow­ 
ers will 
get 
-31,005,000, 
cotton 
growers $16.899,000, tobacco farm­ 
ers $4.617,000, rice producers $739,- 
393 and peanut farmers ,$363,623. 
The department said that 368,- 
296 agreements signed through 
July 20 covered the retirement 
of 8,001,000 acres from produc. 
lion. Officials had set a, 1956 goal, 
of up to' 15 million acres. 
The soil bank 
sets 
limits 
on 
acreages for various basic crops. 
Many Ohio farmers, 
before 
the 
program was adopted, overplant­ 
ed these limits. 
That gave them a choice; Plow 


under a part 
of 
their 
growing 
crops or wait until 1957 to particí­ 
pate in the new program. 
A large 
percentage 
of 
them 
said: “We'll wait until 1957.” 
Despite the late effective date, 
the soil bank program will take 
thousands of Ohio acres out of pro­ 
duction this year. Next year, the 
figure probably will be much larg­ 
er. 
The reduction of the number 
of acres in production, soil, bank 
backers believe, will accomplish 
two things: 


(1) slash America’s staggeri n g 
crop .surpluses and (2) permit good 
conservation practices on the idle 
acres to build them 
up 
against 
the day they might be needed in a 
national emergency. 
Because of the time factor, the 
conservation end of the soil bank 
still remains to be worked out and, 
also because of the newness of the 
program, some changes in the re­ 
serve acres plan may be made for 
the 1957 crop year.
